Aug. 22.—Seven 
w'omen and fire men, all catholics 
W'ere under arrest today accused 
of having consp ired to kill Presi­ 
dent Plutarco Elias Calles as well 
as the late p resident-elect General 
Alvaro Obregon. 
Mother Sup erior Concep tion Ace­ 
beda De La Llata, under custody 
since the slaying of General Obre­ 
gon in July, is charged with having 
been the chief p lotter. 
The p olice 
declare the consp irators p lanned to 
kill the two officials last Ap ril by 
p ricking them w'ith a p oisoned p iu 
at a dance w'hich they attended in 
the town of Celaya. 
The p lan, as well as a later p lot 
to bomb a bridge near Celaya over 
W'hich Obregon and Calles were to 
p ass, was abandoned as imp racti­ 
cable, it is alleged, but the con­ 
sp irators 
continued 
their 
efforts 
and succeeded in slaying General 
Obregon. 
The 
p olice attribute to Rafael 
Enriquez Vidal, a 22 year old law 
student W'ho is one of those arrest­ 
ed, the statement that he was In­ 
vited to join the group , being p rom­ 
ised entrance to heaven 
if 
he 
should become one of the “Mar­ 
tyrs.” 
In a signed statement Chief of 
Police Antonio Rios Zertuche said 
that Enriquez and 
others among 
those under arrest 
made confes­ 
sions. 
Enriquez, he declared, told 
of Mother Concep tion showing him 
p ictures 
of young men 
executed 
for religious activities and exp ress­ 
ing her determination to organize 
another group of “martyrs.” 
The 
p olice statement says she told him 
the Pop e would canonize all those 
who died in behalf of tho church, 
not belie', ing 
himself timber for 
a 
saint. Enriquez, 
the 
statement 
says, declined to join th- group . 
W^hen the p oi.-on p lan was aban­ 
doned, the consp ira t)rs manufactur­ 
ed bombs in a hou-a near that oc­ 
cup ied by Mother Concep tion, Chief 
Rios Zertuche declares 
the exp lo­ 
sives being used in 
bombings in 
the chamber of dep uiies and Obre­ 
gon headquarters in recent months. 
Jos Leon Toral, Obregon’s assas­ 
sin, and Manuel Trejo, who is al­ 
leged to have furnished Leon To­ 
ral W'ith the pistol that he used in 
slaying tho president-elect, are de­ 
clared to have been members of 
the “ martyrs” group . 
Señ orito Manzano is quoted in an 
interview' as admitting she p lanned 
to p rick Calles and Obregon with 
a p oisoned p in. 
The p lan failed, 
she said, because Trejo and Carlos 
Diez Sellano, who accomp anied her 
to Celaye, became frightened and 
returned to Mexico City before she 
could accomp lish her p urp ose.

WOMEN IN GOVERNMENT 


‘ In western states 
women 
have been 
rivalling themselves of political rights in 
greater degree than their sisters in other 
parts of the country. 
W ashington’s wo­ 
men in office include eight superintend­ 
ents of public instruction, six auditors, 
right clerks, eight treasurers, an assessor, 
I wo justices of the peace, two prosecuting 
attorneys, a senator and a representative. 
The m ayor of feeattle is a %voman. 
In 
Montana, the state superintendent 
cl public instruction, the state director of 
child welfare, and a deputy registrar of 
state lands are women. 
In Oregon, two 
state senators, the state librarian, and 
assistant to the state’s attorney general, 
r judge of the district court, and a score 
cf stale commissioners are women. 
Ill these western stales women serve on 
iuries: in actual practice about half the 
jurors are feminine. They have been call­ 
ed to jury service since their states eii- 
cnfraiichised them. 
They have asked no 
immunity from this government duty. The 
western wtimen went after the privilege 
ef the ballot and having been granted it, 
1 hey have gone into politics militantly. 
If eastern women qualified as electors 
in the proportion of their v» *estcrn sisters, 
the problem of getting women to the polls 
viould be easier of solution. 
Most of the 
western women vote; most of the eastern 
women do not vote. 
A nother generation 
will 
bring 
great 
ckanges with respect io women in gov­ 
ernment. 
Tliey will be manifesting a 
more active pa rt in local, state and n a ­ 
tional polities. 
The woman will be more 
filer! to holding m ajor offices; she will 
not yield the principal positions to man. 
One present reason for w om en’s lack of 
politicai interest in the east is tha t a 
« :mall minority 
did 
the 
screaming for 
equal suffrage; the majority did not want 
the ballot, and many of them refuse to 
fiecept the privilege of participating in 
choice of office holders.

The society points out tha t radium, 
when properly used, is extremely valu­ 
able in the treatm ent of cancer. F urther­ 
more, its medical use is totally unlike the 
method of contact which poisoned the 
girl w'orkers, and in the hands of a com- 
l*etent surgeon it has no dangers.

The first Aug ust snow in Turkish 
history, 
spreading oeath

struction over Trebizond and the 
surrounding reg ion, has sent the 
mhabitanus scurrying lo the mos­ 
q ues to pray that Allah’s wrath be 
abated. 
While Constantinople and Ang ora 
swelter in the hottest summer ex­ 
perienced in years, snow myster- 
ious and 
phenomenal to the na­ 
tives, continues to fall in Trebizond. 
It is piled 10 feet deep on the 
Gumusch-Khane Plateau, above the 
city, and 12 persons have been froz- 
eif to death. 
Crops are ruined and 
hundreds of cattle have perished. 
Two shepherds were found dead 
from the cold, on the plateau today 
surrounded by a flock of frozen 
sheep. 
Fanatically superstitious, the in­ 
habitants of Trebizond, who were 
the only people in Turkey to ac­ 
tively resist the adoption of the 
hat in place of the time-honored 
fez. see in this icy visitation a 
manifestation of Allah’s w*rath, Just 
as earthq uakes followed the relig ­ 
ious chang es recently decreed by- 
the nationalist g overnment. 
The people believe their g od Is 
ang ry because of the scrapping of 
the 
Arabic 
alphabet, 
the 
sacred 
symbols in which the Koran was 
written. 
This chang e also effected 
by edict of the g overnment.
